nellsville, Pa., and he is now living in 
that city, being a- book keeper for the 
Rainey Bros. Coke Company. 


One child, Clyde, was born to Mr. 


and Mrs. Smith and they lived very 
happily together \mtll about a year 
ago, when the child's mother died. Af- 
ter her death Mr. Smith took his little 
son and went to board with his wife's 
people, "Mr. and Mrs. Gray, in Con- 
nellsville.

Last December, during the holidays 


the father brought Clyde to Newark 
for a visit with his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. W. T. Smith, and at that time 
had his father appointed guardian for 
the little boy.

was carried, 72 to £4 after a motion 
to amend the motion to make it a sine 
die adjournment, offered by Mr. Little- 
field cf Maine, one of the leaders ol 
the oppostion, had been voted down, 
61 to 79. 


The motion to adjourn was/made by 


Speaker Henderson, and the oppon- 
ents of reciprocity claimed after the 
adjournment that some of their friends 
did not care to offend the speaker by 
declining to heed his appeal for a fm- 
ther conference. Earlier in the even- 
ing the opponents of reciprocity had 
insisted on a vote last night upon the 
main proposition. 


The session was a stormy one. Mr. 


Sibley of Pennsylvania offered a com- 
promise proposition for a reciprocity 
arrangement to last until December 1 
1903, 
which he claimed had the ap- 


proval and indorsement of President 
Roosevelt. He also-said he had assur- 
ances that if the house granted A 20 
per cent concession the senate would 
not increase it

Natural 


forces still unexplained every day show 
themselves to us as plainly us the BUU 
in heuvcn, but we do not understand 
them. 
Even scientists live in touch 


with the great secrets of nature with- 
out knowing how to explain or utilize 
tlic-nt. Oiiett; By not understanding one 
of these secrets, I failed to make a 
great fortune. 


In 1870 I opened a banking house. I 


was young at the business, and the 
fact that I usually had n large number 
of securities and plenty of currency lu 
my vaults kept ine in a constant state 
of uneasiness.
